In a response of 8/27/01 to a restriction requirement of 3/27/01, 
applicants elected claims 1-10 (Group I) with traverse. The traverse is 
unpersuasive since it fails to establish that the inventions cannot be 
carried out differently as set forth in the restriction requirement. 

5 Claims 11-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 6 (filed 8/27/01) . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

10 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 
in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention 

15 thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior 
to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a or b) as being 
20 anticipated by LeJeune et al (U) , (V) or (W) or Havens et al. 

The claims require increasing loading of an enzyme immobilized in a 
polyurethane polymer by synthesizing the polymer in a reaction mixture 
containing the enzyme and a surfactant. 

LeJeune et al (U) , (V) or (W) or Havens et al disclose immobilizing 
25 an enzyme in a polyurethane polymer by synthesizing the polymer in a 
reaction mixture containing the enzyme and a surfactant. Increase 
loading of enzyme in the polymer will be inherent.
